gamblers, to obtain funds for the 
campaign and that Taggart had col- 
lected $1,000 from brewers.

the defense, when Ryan charged that 
Rucker had met Mike Glenn former- 
ly a city detective and one of the 
men indicted with Bell, in a park at 
midnight, and tried to frame a deal 
to Send Joe Bell to the penitentiary

want to get the little ones, but was

if he would plead guilty."

tween Governor Willis and the board 
of administration over appointments 
ot heads of state institutions in the 
board's control, was the reason for 
Mr. Cadwallader's resignation.

Cadwallader had 
been 
active 
in 


Cleveland charitablev and philanthro- 
pic movements before his appoint- 
ment here. 


Gov. 
Willis will have two appoin- 


tees on the board of four members 
when he names Mr. Cadwallader's 
successor, having made J. S. Cream- 
er, Democrat, a member early this 
year. 


Mr. Philbrick is editor and pub-

weekly published here 
During the 


state campaign last fall, he was af- 
Miated with the

CASUALTY LIST 


TO AUGUST 21 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAMl 


London, Sept. 
14.—Official 
an- 


nouncement was made today in the 
house of commons that the total of 
British war casualties up to August 
21, was 321,383 officers 
and men 


killed, wounded or missing. 
Losses of the British army during 


the summer were somewhat smaller 
than in April and May. This is prob- 
ably accounted for by the compara- 
tive inaction along the Franco-Bel- 
gian front. It may be assumed that 
the heaviest proportion of losses was 
at the Dardanelles. The last previ- 
ous statement of the British casual- 
ties was made by Premier Asquith in 
June. It gave a total of 258,049 up 
to May 31. The losses from 
tha: 


time up to August 21 are therefore 
shown to have been 123,914, a daily 
average of about 1500. 
In the two 


months before the end of May, the 
period covered in the preceding an- 
nouncement 
,the losses 
averaged 


rougly about 2,000 a day.

New York, of Rev. R. R. Sutherland, 
D. D., LL.D., formerly pastor of

Second Presbyterian church of this 
city. Doctor Sutherland died on Sun- 
day at the parsonage of heart trouble. 
He had only recently assumed charge 
of the Presbyterian church in that 
town. He is survived by a widow, 
two daughters, and one brother, Rev.

Newark he went to the Second Pres- 
byterian church at Knoxville, Tenn., 
and remained there over eight years, 
until called to the Second church of 
Danville, Ky., going from 
there to 


Caldwell, New Jersey. At the time of 
his death he was pastor of the church 
at Constable, N. Y. 


Shortly after graduating from the 


Theological seminary he was united in 
marriage to Miss Janet Matheson, 
daughter of the late Hon. Donald 
Matheson- of Embro, Ontario. 
Dr. 


Sutherland was 71 years old at the 
time of his death and was a logical 
preacher, and a sympathetic pastor, a 
man of great heart, geniality and 
dignity.

In session and as usual at the com- 
pletion 
of the 
testimony to 
be 


brought before them, the jurors will 
make an inspection of the Lickins 
county jail. 
It may not be out or 


place to invite the jurors' attention 
to the poor lighting facilities of tne! 
prison and also to the lack of proper 
plumbing facilities. 
While it is not 


expected that men confined in the 
county jail shall have all the com- 
lorts of a modern home, there is no 
doubt that the cells should be prop- 
erly lighted in order that the men 
confined therein may read and there 
•will be few who will dispute the 
fact 
that 
proper 
toilet 
facilities 


should be installed. 


The prisoners may be ?U that they 


are accused of being—and they may 
not. 
That question does not enter. 


They have gone "from the path di- 
rect" in some way or other, under 
circumstances oftimes which would 
have been no temptation to those 
on the outside, but they are still 
human beings and should 
not 
be 


herded together with not even the 
facilities, if they have the inclina- 
tion, to keep themselves in a sani- 
tary condition at least. 
Hogs and 


cattle are in fact kept better. 


The grand jury's province is to of- 


ficially report its recommendations 
to the common pleas court, and the 
duty of carrying these out devolves 
elsewhere. 
Common intelligence is 


all that is required, to receive im- 
pressions of needed improvements at 
the county jail, and common honesty 
of purpose is the only requisite on 
the part of those whose duty it is, 
to see that these improvements are 
made. 


There can be no argument about 


the need and it should be supplied 
without the least unnecessary delay 


to repeat the book by heart. 
If they 


missed a word 
or 
a 
sentence, 
it 


might so throw them off their track 
that they would completely 
flunk.

The value of the British fleet to the

Anteric-i, but she saved fifty days fxi| 
the voyage to Quebec as compared 
with the long voyage around tempesttt-i 
ous Cape Horn, 


During the same month the four 


masted steel bark Bell was dispatched 
from Balboa for Japan with a cargo pt 
oil from Philadelphia. Later in the 
month her sister ship, the DayflfrHt 
passed through the canal with a cargo 
of petroleum from 
New York for 


Shanghai. 


The canal commission has been so 


Impressed with the prospect that It has 
sought the co-operation of the UnUe.d 
States hydrographic office to give .full 
knowledge regarding seasonal winds 
and other Information regarding direc- 
tions for sailing vessels. It has afow 
formulated suggestions that the sailing 
vessels make arrangements with regu- 
lar steamship lines to pick them up- In 
the area of doldrums and tow them 
into Balboa. 


The commission gives some sugges- 


tive figures regarding the cost of han- 
dling the* sailing vessels going through 
the canal and the saving in,net.ex- 
pense from port to port. It estimates 
that on the voyage from New York to 
San Francisco a vessel might be ex- 
pected to save eighty days at sea. It 
is stated that a ship of 2,00<k tons -and 
up may be operated at sea at a cost 
of J75 a day. The charges for passing- 
such a vessel through* the canal would 
approximate $2,700. Subtracting these 
charges from the saving of eighty days* 
at sea at $75 per day. or a total of $6,- 
000, 
the net saving to the operator 


would be $3,300. 


This mathematical demonstration of| 


the money value of the canal to Ball-' 
ing ships may be subject to some vm-' 
nation, but the outstanding fact Is the 
passage both of big and little sailing 
vessels through the canal and the con- 
clusion of so conservative an official as 
Governor Goethals and his associates 
that the canal route is favorable to 
them. 


The experience In regard to traffic) 


routes, making allowance for the up~- 
set caused by the world war, In the 
main justifies anticipations. Thus: tt» 
the chief volume of traffic Is the coait- 
wise trade—that is, from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, and vice versa. This 
runs above 40 per cent of the total 
volume,

The wheel base of a ear Is the dis- 


tance between the center of the huh 
caps on one side of the car. 


What are the advantages and disad- 


vantages of an underelung oar? 


most Important feature of a car 


with an ondenlung frame is that the 
center of gravity is lowered, which in- 
creases Its stability. Turns may be 
taken at greater speed than with cars 
whose center of gravity Is higher, 
which makes the underfilling car a safe 
one In this respect. It is claimed that 
this construction reduces side sway con- 
siderably and forms an easier riding 
car* than one with an overhung frame 
When an underelung frame is used a 
raised auxiliary frame is used for sup- 
porting the motor, and In nearly all 
cases the construction tends toward « 
straight line drive. Cars with under* 
slung frames require large wheels and, 
hence, large tires. The makers of over- 
hung cars have succeeded in lowering 
the center of gravity sufficiently to 
make the vehicles as safe as the under- 
slung type. Nearly all the advantages 
of the underfilling are now in the over- 
hung, and the cost Is not so great 


Can you tell me how oxygen le used 


to remove carbon from cylinders? I 
have an oxyacetylene welding outfit, 
but cannot understand what method ie 
used to start combustion between the 
carbon and oxygen, as the carbon must 
be at a very high heat before combus- 
tion will commence. 


It Is suggested that the day before 


operations are to begin the engine be 
given the conventional kerosene treat- 
ment. A half tumblerful of kerosene 
is poured into each cylinder and per- 
mitted to remain there overnight As 
a precaution against fire the gasoline 
is shut off from the carburetor and the 
motor started so that the fuel In the 
line will be consumed. Work Is done 
on one cylinder at a time. Taking the 
first cylinder, a cylinder plug is re- 
moved. The motor is then turned over 
until the piston of that cylinder is on 
top dead center. If the spark plugs 
are not removed the points will be- 
come burned, so as a precaution Insert 
old plugs. 


The outfits on the present market 


are fitted with gauges, and these should 
be made to register about twelve 
pounds. The hose attached to the tank 
has at its end an Injector tube. This 
tube is directed into the cylinder. The 
injector is controlled by a valve, in 
one case a trigger valve, so as to be 
manipulated easily. A lighted match is 
dropped into the cylinder and the in- 
jector tube inserted into the cylinder 
and moved around as much as possi- 
ble so as to cover a large area. The 
combustion of the carbon is accompa- 
nied by sparks ana perhaps a little 
flame from any oil with which it may 
be soaked. Once the carbon begins to 
burn the action continues without In- 
terruption as long as oxygen is being 
supplied. 
The difficulty with many 


has been in getting the Initial burning. 
The use of burning matches, as before 
mentioned, is good, but many state 
that the wax taper is better, Insuring 
Immediate burning. When, the sparks 
cease flying the operation is finished. 
It is advisable after cleaning carbon 
to grind the valves, but this should 
not be done if the motor compression 
is good. A little oil should be poured 
into each cylinder and the motor turn- 
ed over a few times after the opera- 
tion is over, because the flame leaves 
the cylinder and piston dry. 


Can you tell me whether or not an 


electromagnet for recharging magneto 
magnete can be made to operate by al- 
ternating current? 


An electromagnet operated by alter- 


nating current cannot be used for re- 
charging magneto magnets. If a rec- 
tifier is placed in the circuit between 
the line and the electromagnet re- 
charging Is possible. 


My electric starter does not seem to 


have power enough to start the car, and 
the lights go down unless the car is be- 
ing run fast. The storage battery has 
recently been overhauled. Can you tell 
me what ie the matter? 


It appears that poor regulation may 


be the cause of your trouble. The bat- 
tery is not properly charged, and hence 
the lights burn dimly and the crank- 
ing motor does not act well. The wir- 
ing between the battery and generator 
may have been disturbed, resulting hi 
broken Insulation or a periodic open 
circuit 


How should the coils and carburetor 


be regulated to get $e most power out 
of an engine? I get a good start going 
uphill, but before reaching the top the 
power seems to die out. 


If the hill Is too steep the motor nat- 


urally will labor and perhaps stop alto- 
gether. As soon as the engine shows 
the effects of a pull a shift should be 
made to first speed. If your colls give 
good service while the car Is operat 
Ing on level ground no vibrator ad 
juatment should be made. 
Adjust 


ments should be made only when there 
is excessive arcing at the points or 
when the engine misfires, due to too 
wide or too narrow a gap between the 
points. 


Coa4d I Install met eight cylinder me- 


ter in my eheselet 


While the SMftr of safety of the 


chassis is no doubt large enough to 
take care of the installation of an eight 
cylinder motor, It would be Impractical 
to attempt It on account of the difficul- 
ties In connecting up the clutch, etc. 
Considerable machine work would be 
necessary, and the expense would be so 
great that It would not be justified. 


What ie the eauee of gatoline running 


out of the bottom of my carburetor 
just ae eeen ae the motor stope? 


The probable cause of the gasoline 


running out is that the heavy fuel 
which Is In the manifold condenses aft- 
er the car has stopped running and will 
run back Into the carburetor and drip 
out By putting a full hot air attach- 
ment on the motor so that all the air is 
heated by passing through a muff sur- 
rounding the exhaust manifold the 
dripping will probably be stopped. It 
is not a serious trouble, however, and 
if your motor runs well the change 
would not do other than perhaps give 
you a slightly greater fuel economy. 


Ie there any method by which on* can 


tell what horsepower is being used 
while a car is moving? 


There is no way of telling the power 


of the engine unless you know its 
horsepower at various r. p. m. A 
tachometer may be fitted so as to be 
read from the driver's seat, and then 
if you know the horsepower at 1,000 
r. p. m., GOO r. p. m., etc, you can tell 
approximately Its horsepower at other 
speeds. Many race drivers use tachom- 
eters instead of speedometers for regis- 
tering speed.

Under ordinary conditions, now many 


miles should a car run before the 
valves need grinding? After running 
my car 4,000 milee it does not have quite 
so much power on high gear aa it did 
when new, and the compression ie bet- 
ter in acme cylinders than others. 


A new motor, after having been in 


use but one month, may require its 
valves to be ground, and, on the other 
hand, it may not need ^alve grinding 
for two or perhaps three months. In 
old cars the valves usually need grind- 
ing every two or three thousand miles, 
but some owners take particular pains 
and grind the valves the moment the 
compression loss Is slight. A new car 
will need valve/ grinding In a short 
time because it is customary to feed 
excess of oil to such a motor. This 
causes carbon to accumulate rapidly, 
and the carbon making its way to the 
valve face and seat thus requires them 
to be ground. After the car has been 
in service the valve grinding periods 
are not at all frequent 


Where unequal compression exists 


the valves should be ground, provided, 
of course, they are properly adjusted 
when the compression test is made. If 
the motor is an old one the loss of 
compression may be due to leaks about 
the cylinders or to loose pistons, but 
in your car, which has run only 4,000 
miles, such conditions hardly would 
exist It Is safe to assume, therefore, 
that the valves need grinding. 


The disk clutch on my "car slips or 


lets go entirely on a hard pull after it 
gets warmed up. Can you explain this? 


Failure of the plates to grip one an- 


other is caused usually by a weak 
spring, worn plates or improper lu- 
bricant When the plates are worn you 
can get relief by adding one or more 
plates, but there is no necessity for 
doubling the number Just add enough 
plates to take up the loss due to wear 
on the other plates It is best to alter 
nate steel and bron/e, for the wear Is 
less when dissimilar metals, one soft 
and another hard, are used. All steel 
plates could be uspd and satisfactory 
results obtained. Aside from the plates 
you might look over the thrust bear- 
ings, for Jf worn to any extent they 
may cause the trouble, you mention. 


Will a poor grade of gaeofine cause 


a motor to knock? 


Poor gasoline would quite probably 


cause a knock hi the motor. The low 
quality fuel may cause slow burning 
in one or more cylinders. Slow burn 
ing will sometimes cause a preignlt^n 
knock. Continued use of a low grade 
fuel may cause much carbon to deposit 
on the piston, and this will make a pre 
ignition knock. The knock is caused 
by the piston striking the cylinder wall.

Would an excess of oil or too little oil 


cauee the valves to need grinding soon- 
er than under ordinary conditions? 


Should too much oil be fed there is a 


possibility of carbon being deposited 
in quantities, due to the burning of 
the excess oil. This carbon gets into 
the valve seats and the valve faces 
and causes pitting, as It Is called, and 
consequent Improper seating and loss 
of compression will follow. The feed- 
Ing of too small an amount of oil hard- 
ly would cause a lois of compression 
through the valves But lack of lubri- 
cating oil will cause excess wear on 
the cylinder wall nad piston. This 
wear might allow of gas escapage. A 
dry motor will become hot more quick- 
ly than one proper! v Inbrlcated. and If 
operated 
continually above normal 


temperature the tendency toward valve 


will lie greater.

The Hull of a Dreadnought. 


An amazing amount of material goes 


to the making of a 22,000 ton battle- 
ship. Into the hull alone enter some 
9,809 tons of steel and iron, an amount 
more than equal to the whole of the 
material from keel to fighting tops in 
many of the pre-Dreadnougbt war ves- 
sels. Of this amount of material over 
6,000 tons is steel plating, 2.856 tons 
is for shapes, channeling and angle 
pieces; the weight of the rivets used 
exceeds 530 tons>. these rivets ringing 
In diameter from three-eighths of an 
inch to one and one-half inches, and 
there are over 400 tons of specially 
shaped steel castings, ranging in weight 
from two to eighteen tons each. These 
figures include nothing for gun mount- 
ing or special armoring, but are for tbe 
mere construction of tbe bare boll 
alone.—London Express.

took non-cottipetitive 
examinations. 


The bulletin will be sent to all who 
ask for it free by the state com- 
mission. 
Under the new law a fee 


of $1.00 rs charged where the pay of 
the pos tion sought is more than 
$1000 a year, and 50 cents where 
the pay is more than ?£00 a year. 
Where the salary is less than $600 a 
year ao fee is charged. 
It is ex- 


pected that the fees thus received 
will amount to several thousand dol- 
lars annually.
